AN ACT to legalize a special town meeting of the town of Lake
Mills, Jefferson county, on the twenty-second day of August,
1864, and to authorize the issuing of town orders.

The people of the stats of Wisconsin, represented s smai
and assembly, do enact as follows :

=i town of Lake Mills, Jefferson county, ox% the twenty-
second day of August, in the :year eighteen hundred
and sixty-four, for the purpose of raising a tax to pay
volupteers and others who furnished a substitate, to
be credited to said town, on the call of the president
for five hundred thousand volunteers, is hereby declar-
ed legal, valid and binding upon said town, notwith-
ing any irregularities that may have occurred in call-
ing, notifying or holding the said meetin%.
ooy e avaes, =  [SECTION 2. The board of supervisors of the said town
"= are hereby suthorized snd empowered and required to
' issue town orders, drawing not more than seven per
cent. per annum, payable to the order of such volun-
teers as have been credited to said town under said
call, and bhave not been paid, and to such persons ss
have purchased such substitutes that were credited to
said town under said call, who have not been paid the
same; and that all orders heretofore or which may
hereafter be issued by said supervisors under the reso-
* lution adopted at the town meeting, shall be legal and
binding to all intents and purposes whatsoever: pro-
vided, nothing herein shall be so construed as to permit
said supervisors paying more than two hundred dollars
to a volunteer, or person furnishing a subastitute.
Secrion 8. This actshall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.
